An Act further to amend the Salariw and Allowances of Ministers 

Act, 1952. 

Be It enacted by Parliament in the Thirty-sixth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows:—

1. (1) This Act may be called the Salaries and Allowances of Minis' 
ters (Amendment) Act, 1985.
